Space trio healthy on return to earth 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Once again, a 


federal judge has slammed the door of 
the White House file room in the face of 
the Senate Watergate committee. 


U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. Gesell 


on Friday dismissed the committee's 
request that he order the President to 
comply with a committee subpoena for 
five Watergate tapes. 


Deputy White House Press Secretary 


Gerald L. Warren said the decision "is 
in accordance with the President's view 
that the judicial process should be 
allowed to continue without undue 
publicity." 


Samuel Dash, committee chief coun- 


sel, gave no indication whether an 
appeal would be filed. 


However, Sen. Howard H. Baker Jr., 


R-Tenn., the committee's vice chair- 
man, said. "I am hard put to disagree 
with his decision." 


"... In view of the upcoming trials and 


cases that may result from the grand 
jury investigation, to disclose the 
contents of the tapes at this time might 
prejudice some persons" rights to a fair 
trial," Baker said. 


It was the ^jcond court rebuff for the 


committee. 


Gesel! said the public interest "does 


not require that the President should be 
forced to provide evidence... to a Senate 
committee in order to furnish fuel for 
further hearings." 


He noted that the five tapes sought fay 


the committee already had been turned 
over to special Watergate Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski for use as grand jury 
evidence. 


For that reason, Gesell said, he felt 


compelled to give strong consideration 
to the effect of possible publicity about 
the contents of the tapes on future 
Watergate trials. 


"To suggest at this juncture the public 


interest requires pretrial disclosure o? 
these tapes either to the committee or to 
the public is to imply that the judicial 
process has not been or will not be 
effective in this matter," Gesell said. 


At the same time, Gesell rejected the 


President's argument that the courts 
have no constitutional authority to 
decide a dispu^s. oetween the White 
House and Congress. 


He said the committee's role is limited 


to aiding "Congress' legislative func- 
tion" and added that it "has ably served 
that function over the last several 
months, but surely the time has come to 
question whether it is in the public 
interest for the criminal investigative 
aspects of its work to go forward in the 
blazing atmosphere of ... publicity 
directed to issues that are immediately 
and intimately, related to pending 
criminal proceedings." 


The original suit filed by the com- 


mittee was dismissed last October on 
jurisdictional grounds and then revived 
when Congress passed a special bill 
settling that issue- 


Meanwhile, former presidential aide 


John D. Ehrlichman was questioned by 
committee investigators in connection 
with their probe into the administra- 
tion's 1971 decision to increase milk 
price supports. 


Investigators refused to discuss the 


details of the two-hour, closed-door 
session. 


AEC examines 
nuclear plant 


CHICAGO (AP) —The Atomic Energy 


Commission says it is investigating the 
Palisades nuclear power plant near 
South Haven, Mich., and a consumer 
group is demanding that the company 
that operates it be prosecuted. 


The AEC said in a statement Friday it 


was investigating charges that the plant 
in southwestern Lower Michigan 
violated regulations for reporting the 
discharge of radioactive material. 


The investigation, the AEC said, does 


not pertain to the actual material 
discharge, but allegations that the plant 
failed to report such discharges, as is 
required by law. 


The AEC said internal correspondence 


from Consumers Power Co. of Jackson, 
Mich., the company that owns the plant, 
indicated that the company "may have 
withheld for several months information 
which it was required to report to the 
AEC." 


The AEC said the documents were 


given to them by Patrick Clawson, a 
reporter for radio station WHNE in 
Detroit. 


The documents would be checked for 


authenticity- during the investigation, an 
AEC spokesman said, adding that it was 
highly doubtful they were forged. 


Appearing at a news conference with 


consumer advocates, Clawson said he 
got the documents from employes of the 
power company. 


The consumer advocates distributed 


to newsmen what they said were copies 
of the internal documents. 


David Comey, a spokesman for 


Business and Professional People for the 
Public Interest, charged that the- 
Palisades plant violated its license by 
improperly releasing radioactive gases 
and liquids and by not reporting it to the 
AEC. 


Comey said the materials discharged 


at Palisades were not harmful but that 
unless such practices were ended, and 
those involved prosecuted, other utilities 
would be encouraged to violate AEC 
standards. 


"Then there will be a truely dangerous 


situation," Comey said. "There will be 
a major accident in which thousands will 
iose their lives." 


Comey's Chicago-based group is a 


consumer-orientated law firm. 


The AEC can only revoke an operating 


license but Comey said he has urged the 
U.S. Attorney General's office to 
criminally prosecute the matter. 


Basing his charges on what he said 


were the internal documents, Comey 
said the Palisades plant was required to 
hold radioactive gases seven days before 
releasing them, but instead had 
discharged them immediately and 
consistantly for 11 months until the AEC 
ended it in November 1972. 


The papers distributed by Comey said 


Consumers Power knew of the improper 
discharges and "is in deep trouble" with 
the AEC because of them. 


ABOARD USS NEW ORLEANS (AP) 


—The third and last trio of Skylab 
astronauts, snapping back quickly from 
post-landing dizziness, were reported 
healthy and happy today as this Navy 
carrier bore them homeward. 


Returning to earth's gravity on Friday 


after a record 84 days in space, Gerald P. 
Carr, Edward G. Gibson and William R. 
Pogue said they felt lead-footed but 
generally quite good. 


"I never knew 1 weighed this much." 


Gibson said after walking out of the 
Apollo command ship that brought the 
men back from space. 


The New Orleans, which pulled the 


spacecraft from the ocean some 177 


miles southwest of San Diego, Calif., was 
due in San Diego about noon EDT today. 


The astronauts will remain aboard the 


carrier hi San Diego harbor until 4:50 
p.m. EDT Sunday. Then, after a brief 
dockside ceremony, they will fly to 
Houston, Tex., for a reunion with their 
families. 


The space agency said the overnight 


stay aboard the New Orleans would give 
doctors the opportunity for more 
medical examinations before the 
astronauts' bodies further adapt to 
earth's gravity. 


Space agency flight surgeon Dr. Jerry 


Hordinsky said after preliminary 
medical exams Friday that the Skylab 3 


crew was at least as healthy, if not 
healthier, than the men of Skylab 2 after 
their 59-day mission. 


National Aeronautics and Space 


Administration doctors got a start on 
finding out the crew's exact health status 
with more than six hours of tests on 
board ship Friday. The astronauts faced 
about double that amount of time in tests 
today and more tests Sunday. 


Dr. Royce Hawkins, a NASA health 


official, said at the Johnson Space 
Center in Houston that he was elated and 
delighted with the first reports on the 
crew's condition. Unless extensive tests 
show deleterious changes in their 
bodies, it appears men could fly in space 


for a year or two without much trouble, 
he said. 


Carr, Gibson and Pogue spent more 


time exercising than the two previous 
crews, and this was widely held to be the 
chief reason for their seemingly good 
health on returning. 


"Boy, if we hadn't exercised, we would 


have been like jellyfish when we came 
back," Hordinsky said Pogue told him.

after the Skylab 3 crew's return, called 
the Skylab program "one of the most 
scientifically productive endeavors in

British miners ready to strike 


LONDON (AP) -Britain's 280,000 coal 


miners go on strike at midnight tonight 
in a move expected to produce the 
nation's worst economic crisis since the 
dark days of World War II. 


The executive board of the miners' 


union refused Friday to postpone the 
strike, despite an appeal by Prime 
Minister Edward Heath to wait until 
after the general election Feb. 28. The 
board's vote was 20-6. 


Some of those who voted against 


postponement claimed their men were 
ready to stage wildcat strikes if the 
executive committee went against a 
walkout. Miners at several pits have 
jumped the gun by failing to report for 


work, and coal production this week was 
only 30 per cent of normal. 


The miners' strike threat and a 


three-month work slowdown that 
produced a national power shortage 
were key causes of Heath's decision last 
Thursday to call the election. Coal 
provides 70 per cent of the country's 
electricity, and the power shortage 
already has forced the government to 
put nonessential industries on a three- 
day work week. 


The all-out strike is expected to bring 


more severe power cutbacks. The 
government has warned that blackouts 
of up to nine hours a day may be needed. 
Industry sources expect the short weeks 


10 produce widespread business 
bankruptcies and a 16 per cent 
unemployment level by election day. 


The giant, state-owned British Steel 


Corp. said its output, already down 25 
per cent, will run at only 40 per cent 
capacity within three weeks because 
coal fuels most of the furnaces. 


The strikers have the blessing of the 


10-million-member Trades Union 
Congress, the parent body of all British 
labor unions. The transport and genera! 
workers' union, with more than a million 
members, and the train engineers have 
agreed not to transport coal during the 
strike.

Nowakowski bribery trial starts 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — A lawyer 


testified Friday he offered to share a 
commission with the chairman of 
Milwaukee County's Board of Super- 
visors, but denied offering him a bribe. 


The testimony opened the Circuit 


Court bribery trial of Richard C. 
Nowakowski, who is accused of accept- 
ing $275 from lobbyist Roger Radue. 


The prosecution contends the former 


Democratic state legislator, also 
accused of violating the state Corrupt 
Practices Act, accepted a bribe con- 
cerning a 1967 contract between the 
county and a firm which sells highway 
pavement marking material. 


Nowakowski has resisted efforts to 


have him resign. His supporters say he 
is being politically victimized by the 
office of Republican Atty. Gen. Robert 
W. Warren. 


Radue, a Madison lobbyist who has 


represented the marking firm, testified 
he suggested to Nowakowski that the 
county consider his clot's product. 
reported -pday. 


"Certainly not," Radue replied when 


asked by Nowakowski's lawyer if he had 
•'reached any understanding with 
Nowakowski to pay him or get his vote on 
Milwaukee County contracts." 


Radue said Nowakowski had once 


suggested he could use some extra cash, 
and that he had told the supervisor his 
client might help because Nowakowski 
"had done a good job in getting con- 
tacts" with the city.

Some breaks in 
resistance to 
truck settlement

Small breaks began appearing today 


in the 10-day-old strike by independent 
truck drivers. 


There still was strong resistance from 


many of the drivers whose refusal to 
move their cargoes of food, petroleum 
and industrial parts brought widespread 
layoffs and spot shortages of food and 
gasoline. 


It appeared certain that most of the 


tens of thousands of parked rigs had not 
yet begun to move. 


But two automakers 
recalled 


furloughed workers after saying truck 
shipment of needed material had 
resumed. 


And several among the literally 


dozens of independent trucker or- 
ganizations which have sprung up 
overnight began Friday night to urge 
their loosely organized memberships 
back on the road. Truck traffic was 
reported up slightly; a convoy of 20 
produce-filled trucks headed out of 
Florida for the produce-short Northeast- 


National officers of the Fraternal Steel 


Haulers Association, who claim to 
represent several thousand drivers, 
voted unanimously to recommend that 
their members accept government 
promises of all the fuel they need and 
immediate increases in freight rates. 


Similar action was reported in Detroit 


Lakes, Minn., by the 800-member 
Midwest Independent Truckers As- 
sociation. Trucker spokesman Leonard 
Fleet, on a swing through Ohio to 
promote and explain the settlement he 
helped negotiate, said early today he had 
been assured by some independent 
trucker leaders, in Michigan, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania that they were urging 


their men back on the road. 


To make up for recent and future fuel 


price hikes, truckers will get an 
immediate increase of six per cent in the 
amount they charge for their cargo. That 
increase, which one driver said would 
mean about $30 more on a Philadelphia 
to Chicago run, eventually will show up 
in the prices consumers pay for truck- 
transported goods. 


These developments, and mediation 


efforts by persons who were urged by 
President Nixon to "get the word out in 
the trucker's language," caused some 
officials to say they looked for over- 
the-road movement of freight to be back 
to normal by Monday- 


Government officials said truck traffic 


was up 20 per cent. The exact increase 
was not possible to determine, and a 
heavy snowfall on the Atlantic Seaboard 
made it tougher to determine whether 
traffic was up significantly. 


But at least 100,000 persons remained 


unemployed. 
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Equal rights measure 
ratified by Ohio 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) -Ohio has 


become the 33rd state to ratify the Equal 
Rights Amendment to the U.S. Consti- 
tution. Approval is needed from only five 
more states for the measure to become 
law. 


The proposal passed the Ohio Senate 


20-12 Thursday. The House approved it 
last March by a 56-40 margin. 


The ERA provides that "equality of 


rights under the law shall not be denied 
or abridged by the United States or by 
anv state on account of sex." 


Taxes apparently owed 
by Nixon, senator says

WASHINGTON (AP) -The chairman 


of tlu. congressional committee looking 
into President Nixon's tax returns says 
a preliminary investigation indicates 
the President owes additional taxes. 


"We are going to say exactly how 


much the President owes," Sen. Russell 
B. Long, chairman of the Senate-House 
Internal Revenue Taxation Committee, 
said Friday. 


Long added. "We don't have any 


information to indicate that the 
President was not in good faith" when he 
filed his federal income tax returns for 
1969-72. 


The White House had no comment on 


the Louisiana Democrat's statements. 


The committee is in\~estigating the 


validity of Nixon's $576,000 deduction for 
a gift of his papers tc the National 
Archives and a possible capital gains 
liability resulting from sale of some San 
Clemente, Calif, real estate. 


The committee staff has said it may be 


ready to report to the committee by the 
end of this month. 


The Internal Revenue Service also is 


re-auditing the 1969-72 returns. 


In a television interview recorded for 


showing by Louisiana stations, the 
senator was asked about reports that 
Nixon might owe more than 5300,000. 
Long replied: 


"You said that... but I heard you and 


I can't contradict it." 


"Everything I know would indicate 


that he (Nixon) did what his lawyer and 
his accountant told him to do." Long 
said. 


"He claimed deductions that they 


thought, or, at least, that they advised 
him, they felt he was entitled to take... 
If he had put as much time on his tax 
returns as one of our more conscientious 
senators does, just working diligently, 
he wouldn't have had time to be 
President," Long added. 


The question was raised in the 


interview of whether there might be a 
taxpayers' revolt if it was revealed that 
the President had underpaid his taxes 
substantially. 


"When the taxpayers see how this 


thing works out. there won't be any 
taxpayers' revolt," Long said. 


"I just urge you to just wait until we 


can report because we are going to say 
exactlv how much the President owes." 


One survivor in crash on 
Air Force training flight 


BEALE AIR FORCE BASE, Calif. 


(AP) —A B52 jet bomber with eight 
crewmen aboard crashed and burned 
during take off for a routine training 
mission, the Air Force said. There was 
only one known survivor. 


One man was taken to the base 


hospital and one body was recovered, 
said Maj. Tom Maypole, a spokesman at 
the base near MarysviHe. 


"No other survivors have been found 


at this time, so one might assume there 
are none," Maypole said today. 
"However, we really can't speculate, 
because sometimes survivors manage to 
crawl away from a crash and aren't 
found until much later." 


Capt. Lee F. Knudsen, 27, an elec- 


tronics warfare instructor who lived on 
the base, was listed by the Air Force as 


killed in the crash late Friday. 


First pilot Capt. Paul J. Baldy. 29, of 


Yuba City, Calif., was treated at the 
hospital for severe burns, the Air Force 
said. A team of burn specialists was 
reported en route from Brooks Medical 
Center in San Antonio, Tex. 


The Stratofortess, attached to the 


456th Bombardment Wing, crashed to 
the runway at the midpoint in its takeoff, 
an Air Force statement said. It gave no 
cause for the crash, which was under 
investigation by a board of officers. 


A witness driving onto the base at the 


time of the crash said she "saw the 
explosion on the flight line. It was like a 
great big mushroom." 


Police in nearby cities said the 


explosion rattled windows within a 
radius of several miles. 


The Air Force said no bombs were

Senate defeats bill for 
longer tavern hours

MADISON —Revealing its desire to 


prevent the loss of local government 
control, the state Senate Thursday- 
slapped down a bill that would require 
all state municipalities to allow their 
taverns to stay open until 2 a.m. on 
weekdays and 3:30 a.m. on Sunday 
morning. 


The Senate polled decisively, 23-6, to 


put an end to legislation spearheaded 
by Republicans James Devitt of 
Greenfield and Reuben LaFave of 
Oconto, that would conform the rest of 
the state with the Milwaukee County 
tavern hours. 


While the bill proponents leaned 


heavily on the argument that unifor- 
mity would reduce late-night highway- 
accidents caused by a dash to a 
neighboring municipality tavern, the 
opponents quickly jumped on the 
popular bandwagon demanding con- 
tinuation of local control. 


The present state law allows Mil- 


waukee County taverns to remain open 
until the hours mentioned in the bill.

The 
Wisconsin 
Department of 


Transportation would favor spending 
$46 million on road projects in 
Calumet, Winnebago, Outagamie and 
Waupaca counties in the next five 
years, if it had the money. 


A recently released list of proposed 


state trunk, county trunk and street 
projects shows the department would 
authorize $21.4 million in projects for 
Outagamie, $13 million for Winnebago, 
$9 million for Waupaca and $2.8 
million for Calumet. 


Among the major projects listed for 


completion in the 1974-79 period would 
be $11.8 million for reconstructing U.S. 
10 for 13.6 miles from U.S. 41 to the 
west Outagamie line; $3.5 million for 
the state's share of the Oneida high 
level span, and $2.3 million for recon- 
structing to expressway standards a 
four-mile stretch of 41 from the north 
junction of Outagamie 00 to the east 
county line. 


But money is likely to be an obs- 


tacle, said a department spokesman, 
and as a result, the department 
probably 
will be continuing its 


priority-setting system for state 
trunks, county trunks and municipal 
roads, as well as handling adminis- 
tration costs. 


As it stands now, the department is 


anticipating accumulating about $2.3 
million in revenues during the next 
five years from federal and state 
gasoline taxes and federal aids. 
However, the department has $4 billion 
in 
projected 
minimum 
needs 


statewide. 


The amount of gasoline tax that will 


be available is a questionmark in light 
of the energy situation. The DOT 
spokesman said that the revenue es- 
timate was S300 million below earlier 
estimates. 


He also reported 
that 
revenue 


reports for gasoline tax receipts 
showed a 5.5 per cent decline. With 
February fuel allocations projected to 
be down 13 per cent, the revenues can 
be expected to be down 13 per cent, he 
said. 


The 
spokesman 
said 
the DOT 


proposed three-cent a gallon gasoline 
tax hike and the S6 hike for registra- 
tion would only produce another $80 


million annually. That measure is only 
in the proposal stages. 


Almost all the Outagamie projects 


are in the immediate Fox Cities area 
while about $5 million of Winnebago's 
is in the Twin Cities area and one of 
Calumet's projects is $840,000 for 
reconstructing 1.4 miles of State 114 to 
Appleton. 


In Outagamie, the largest project is 


the reconstructing of 13.6 miles of the 
controversial stretch of 10 from 41 to 
the west county line just west of Dale. 
The road presumably 
would be 


widened and possibly relocated in 
segments, and the estimated cost is 
$11,880,000. 
Another project 
is the 


$10.5 million Oneida Street bridge into 
downtown Appleton, with the state, 
county and city sharing the cost 
equally. That project was pushed last 
year, but was halted at least tem- 
porarily when the city couldn't legally 
provide its share of the cost.

Criticism leads to flood action

NEW LONDON — Two of the major 


proposals to help control future flood- 
ing in the area — the lowering of the 
plug blocking the Rasmussen Canal 
and the installation of culverts under 
Waupaca County Trunk X to move 
flood waters into the Mukwa Marsh — 
moved toward possible implementation 
after a hastily called flood control 
committee meeting Friday morning. 


Mayor Herman Gagnow called the 


meeting after criticism thai ihe com- 
mittee was noi producing and after 
learning that state Rep. Francis Byers, 
R-Marion, who proposed most of the 
program iast summer, would be in the 
area. 


Public Works Director Robert Mar- 


tin said lowering the 600-foot plug that 
blocks the canal, which will reroute 
flood waters around the city and into 
the Mukwa swamp, would cost about 
$2,000. He said preliminary plans call 
for lowering a 150-foot-wide section of 
the plug three feet, enabling water 
from the Embarrass River to enter the 
canal before the Wolf and Embarrass 
reach excessive flood levels. 


He also said the state Department of 


Natural Resources told him a permit 
wouldn't be needed for the project, 
since less than 10,000 square feet of 
exposed shoreline are affected. 


He said he has only verbal assurance 


from DNR now, but the agency said it 
would send him a letter confirming 
their conversation. "If we get a letter 
from DNR saying we don't need a 
permit to lower the plug and we can 
afford it, we'll probably lower the 
plug. And ! think we'll be able to 
afford it." 


Plans for installing devices under X 


to route flood waters into the DNR- 
controlled Mukwa Wildlife Refuge also 
started moving after a DNR spokes- 
man told Byers he didn't anticipate 
any problems getting state approval 
for the project. 


Byers' proposal, which would move 


water into the marsh, called for the 
construclion of a spilhvay for a bridge, 
or the installation of culverts under the 
road where a 40-foot bridge was 
replaced by a single 36-inch culvert in 
1968. The culvert wasn't designed to 
move flood waters, but was installed 
strictly to pump water into the swamp 
during low level periods in 
the 


summer. 


Byers blasted the DNR tunnel vision 


when referring to a January, 1968, 
letter that said, "We have no need for 
the existing bridge in the Town of 
Mukwa on X." 


The Waupaca County Republican 


said DNR was watching out for the 
water levels in the wildlife refuge 
while not showing any consideration 
for the people in New London. 


"If it comes to a choice between me

testified. 
•Felker said the 500 jobbers or 


middlemen in his organization recently 
received a half-cent profit increase. But 


3-to 10 cent price hikes are being passed 
on to them by the oil companies, he said. 


Tom Coenen, president of the Madison 


Gas Retailers Association, said service 
station operators have not received a fair 
share of the profits from higher gasoline 
prices. 


"It is definitely not going to the service 


station operator's pocket," he said. "I 
have to assume that the profits are going 
to the oil companies." 


Harry Rinkema, regional vice 


president of the Standard Oil Division 
Amoco Oil Co., said jobbers and gasoline 
etailers made bigger profits last year 
than in previous years. 


Rinkema said his company's profits 


"ntreased from $374 million in 1972 to 


$511 million in 1973. 


But, he said, 40-45 per cent of the 


profits went as dividends to stockholders 
while most of the rest went to efforts to 
find more fuel. 


Coenen said hundreds of Wisconsin 


service stations have closed and more 
will follow unless dealer get bigger 
profits.

As Luke 2 observes, "they did not 


understand what He meant," but "His 
mother stored up all these things in her 
heart." 
When Jesus began preaching, He 


became "the unwelcome prophet, the 
gadfly stinging the hypocrisy of the es- 
tablishment" and He" "antagonized the 
lawand-order authorities of His time," 
Father Fortkamp says. 


"The revolutionary nature of what her 


son had to say was just as hard for Mary 
to grasp as for any one else." 
Father Fortkamp says many church 


people today "have missed the full force 
of the impact Jesus had on His own 
times," and even for Mary, it took a 
"lifelong struggle to fully understand" 
the good news of the Gospel. 


"Mary, like everyone who personally 


heard and hears what Jesus had to say, 
had to struggle against all the tendencies 
of human nature to resist the truth," 
Father Fortkamp says. 


"Right up to the foot of the cross, and 


beyond, Mary struggled with the truth 
even while affirming her belief in her 
son. And it is far from irreverent to 
suggest that the intimacy of the 
mother-son relationship made it even 
more difficult for Mary ... 
"What parent is naturally and 


completely willing to learn from his 
child?" 
However, Father Fortkamp says 


"parents can and should learn from 
their children, many of whom have a 
heightened social consciousness ... 
Parents today need an added measure of 
patience to continue to stand by their 
children ... 
"Mary, greatest of parents that she 


was, took time to grow and learn f* 
her son."
